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DIVINE INFLUENCE. 


BISHOP OF CLOGHER’S SERMON. 

The Bishop of Clogher preached at yester- 
day morning’s Service in Christ Church, Leeson 
Park, Dublin. Dr. Day took as his text, “It 
is the Lord,” St. John xxi., 7. He said that 
it was an interesting study, at this season of 
the year, to contemplate the accounts that 
were given to us in the Four Gospels and else- 
where of Our Lord’s appearances to His 
disciples. There were at least ten different 
apparitions of Our Lord to His digciples. The 
Gospel of St. John was intended to be re- 
ardea as a complete revelation of Our Lord 
limself. There was pone teaching intended 
to be conveyed to us by these appearances of 
Our Lord. So it had been with Our Lord 
here on earth; He had visibly manifested 
Himself. But it was not so now the Lord 
Jesus Christ was withdrawn visibly from His 
Church. That ship which He had launched 
forth into the pew in order to carry glad 
tidings of salvation to the ends of the earth, 
had not the Lord Jesus Christ visibly with 
her. Yet the Lord Jesus Christ was with His 
Church, not in His visible presence, but in 
His power and the presence of His Holy 
Spirit. Now that there were occurrences tak- 
ing place at home and abroad that filled mem- 
bers of the Church with anxiety and made 
them sometimes doubtful as to whether the 
Lord was working in the world or not, they 
believed—he hoped every one of thtm—that 
He was still the Head of the Church, and 
that He was kg through that Church in 
the power of His Holy Spirit as though He 
was present. He trusted that many of his 
brethren were seeking to do something, not 
only for their King and country’ at the pre- 
sent time, but something for the King of 
Kings, the Lord of Lords. (They were 
asked that day to give their contributions to 
the Dublin Protestant Orphan Society, to 
those children who, in the providence of God. 
were deprived of their earthly father. Let 
the congregation just think that there were 
some five huridred or more of those children 
detained. God had given them tp His people 
as a special charge—the widow rok gy th 
orphan, because in helping the orphan they 
were helping the widow. 

After the sermon the offertory was taken

DIFFICULTY OF MAINTAINING THE 

POSITIONS. 


Formidable as had been the task of the 
First Corps when attacking on the 25th, that 
of maintaining the positions it had won was 
in some ways more difficult. e was no 
question now of surprising the enemy by a 
sudden offensive; the problem was to convert 
the hostile trenches, am | damaged by the 
bombardment, into a solid defensive posi- 
tion; thi had to be done by troops who 
were exposed to a heavy artillery fire and to 
constant counter-attacks, while at the same 
time units which “had lost heavily and had 
become scattered and split up in the 
course of the first day’s fighting had 
to be collected together and reorganised. 

HOHENZOLLERN REDOUBT. 

But it was on the 7ird Brigade that the 
Germans pressed hardest. After more than 
one repulse and hard fighting they broke in 
between the 7th Northamptons and the 12th 
Royal Fusiliers on the west and riorth of the 
Fosse, and also made a lodgment in the north- 
east corner held by the 9th Royal Sussex. 
The Northamptons were driven out of their 
trenches, but rallied among the rows of 
miners’ cottages and made several attempts 
to recover the lost ground. Gradually, how 
ever, the whole brigade was thrust back, and 
about 1 p.m. the whole Fosse had passed into 
German hands and the Germans were press 
ing on against the Hohenzollern Redoubt. 
This placed the Argyll and Sutherlands in 
Fosse Alley in a most precarious position. 
They had been holding their own quite easily 
despite several German advances, though the 
Scots Fusiliers were being pressed by bomb- 
ing parties working round their exposed flank. 
But when their left also was turned by the 
retreat of the 73rd Brigade, the Argylls’ 
position was also untenable, and about 3 p.m. 
the garrison of Fosse Alley had to fall ia 
to the Dump Trench. Just before this the 
remnants of the 26th Brigade had made a 
most gallant effort to restore the situation 
at the Hohenzollern, where things had become 
critical. General Thesiger, the Commander of 
the Ninth Division, had been killed, and the 
75rd Brigade seemed likely to be driven 
from the Redoubt. Though reduced to less 
than the strength of one battalion, the 26th 
made a splendid charge, and if they did not 
manage to recover the Fosse and Dump 
Trenches, their timely help, mora] and mate- 
rial, to the hard-pressed 75rd Brigade, stayed 
the further advance of the Germans, and 
prevented the loss of the Hohenzollern. About 
8 p.m. a brigade of the 28th Division 
arrived, and it became possible to withdraw 
the 75rd Brigade and most of the Ninth 
Division. The Ninth had suffered severely, 
the casualties among its infantry averaging 
over 500 per battalion, but both in its suc- 
cessful advance, and even more in withdraw- 
ing, it had taken a heavy toll of the Germans. 
It withdrew from the trenches with its ranks 
"Y “ WE but with its reputation solidly estab- 
lished. 

About 2.50 a.m. on the 28th the 1st Royal 
3erkshires of Carter’s force made a fine at- 
tack on the Dump. Some of the men got 
right on to the slag heap, and a brilliant 
piece of bombing by one of its subalterns, 
Lieutenant Turner, won back 150 yards of 
trench and earned him a V.C. But the task 
was too much for one battalion, and the 
gallant effort ended in failure. 

The attack by the 85th Brigade was made 
about 9.30 a.m., after half an hour’s bombard- 

The 84th Brigade had a very heavy trial, 
The continual. fighting, the repeated bombard- 
ments arid bombing, had done great damage 
to the Hohenzollern; in places the trenches 
had been completely destroyed. Out- 
numbered and outbombed, the 84th Brigade 
were unable to withstand their onslaught, and 
by midday the Germans were once again in 
possession of the Hohenzollern, or, rather, of 
its ruins. The eastern end of Big Willie, how- 
ever, thev failed to carry, the 2nd King’s 
Own holding on in the face of every attack. 
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PROVINCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


Accidents in Londonderry.—Three accidents 
occurred at Derry’ shipyard. William 
Doherty, Florence street, had his arm 
fractured; James Leddy, Creggan terrace, 
jlater’s helper, had his feet crushed; and 
Hugh Gurney, Lower Nassau street, an 
apprentice rivetter,-had his back injured. 

Boy Drowned at Roscommon.—At Ros- 
common on Saturday a boy named Collins, a 
native of Lanesborough street, was bath- 
ing with other boys in the lough when he 
accidentally slipped into a deep drain, and 
was smothered before assistance arrived. The 
body was subsequently recovered. 

Ten Houses Burned.—On Friday last, at 
mid-day, an outbreak of fire occurred in one 
of the tenement houses in Dublin street, 
Granard, which spread with alarming rapidity. 
In the course of a few hours no less than ten 
of the houses were completely destroyed. The 
houses were of the old thatched type. 

Police and the Rebeilion.—At the Glin 
Petty Sessions Mr. P. D. Sullivan, R.M. 
(Chairman) referred to the rebellion, and said 
that the conduct of the police during that 
eventful time was brave and dutiful. He 
was sorry that many had lost their lives in the 
performance of their duty. The other magis- 
trates expressed their agreement with the 
Chairman. 

Motor Accident in County Wexford.—On 
Saturday Mr. Hempenstall, of 12 Suffolk street, 
was driving in County Wexford in a motor car 
with two of his sons when the steering gear 
suddenly snapped, and the car overturned, 
throwing its occupants on to the roadway. 
Mr. Hempenstal! sustained severe injuries about 
the shoulder and chest. One of his sons also 
received injuries to the shoulder, and one of 
the eyes of the other was badly injured. They 
were taken to Enniscorthy, where they remain 
under medical treatment.

May I point out that 
such a step is unnecessary, and can be 
avoided if the Parochial Hall and the grave- 
yard which adjoin the church on either side 
are taken away? ‘The traffic could pass from 
Upper Sackville street to Gloucester street 
on both sides of the church, and Dublin 
would have a fine specimen of a Georgian 
church standing in the middle of the city. 

Mr. Bradshaw appears to suppose that the 
removal of St. Thomas’s Church would cause 
no inconvenience to the parishioners, since 
Trinity Church in Lower Gardiner street 
could be used as the parish church. As a 
matter of fact, such a course would cause 
reat hardship, for, while &t. Thomas's 
Church is situated nearly in the centre of 
the parish and is accessible to all, Trinity 
Church is in a corner of it, and would be 
difficult to be reached by the many who live 
in the Summerhill and Ballybough neighbour- 
hoods. Since Mr. Bradshaw informs us that 
Trinity Church is ‘little used and almost 
empty,” and bearing in mind the fact that 
Trinity Church was built nearly ninety years 
after St Thomas's Church, during a period of 
unpicturesque architecture, of which it serves 
as a striking example, surely earnest and 
thoughtful Churchspeople will ask whether a 
scheme could not’ be devised by which two 
churches witnessing for the same Faith, 
which stand in such close proximity to one 
another, could not be amalgamated, and the 
one whic architectural beauty, anti- 
quity, and life be allowed to survive, even if

SUSPENSION OF JUDGMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Recently there has. been something in 
the nature of a campaign conducted by cer- 
tain sections of the Press and leading repre- 
sentatives of Nationalist and Roman Catholic 
opinion in the country against the proceed- 
ings of the military while in occupation of 
the city. It is time that lovers of justice 
and fair play should utter some protest 
against the methods which have been adopted 
to prejudice public opinion. We can all 
sympathise with the natural grief of a wife 
and father mourning their loss, but our sym- 
pathy ought not to blind us to the fact that 
the publication of ex parte statements in the 
Press, some of which were certainly mis- 
leading, if not false, is caleulated to prejudge 
a controversy which ought to be left in the 
hands of a properly constituted tribunal. 

The military, by reason of the strict dis- 
cipline which very rightly prevails among 
them, are prohibited from issuing any public 
defence of a detailed character, and it is not 
just that interested parties, whose emotions 
are liable to determine their outlook, should 
have go much liberty accorded them. Would 
it nof be wise to insist that no charges of 
culpable misbehaviour, whether directed 
against specified soldiery or rebels, should 
be given publicity unless under the conditions 
which govern a judicial investigation? It is 
to be hoped, when the time for inquiry comes, 
that the soldiers who are now condemned by 
a large section of the community without trial 
or hearing will be afforded proper facilities 
for stating their case, and that persons guilty 
of harbouring rebels or other offences against 
the Crown shall not be permitted to evade 
just punishment by the transparent device of 
screening their own guilt in indiscriminate 
accusation against others. 

As an instance of the absurd lengths to 
which misguided popular sentiment is carry- 
ing some citizens I may state that a shop- 
keeper in Camden street urged in justification 
of a charge of brutality against the soldiers 
that ‘‘they acttally lay in the roadway firing 
on the poor men in Jacob's.” The defence 

“the poor men in Jacob’s”’ was that 
they should have been left alone—‘‘ We do 
not want English soldiers over here.” 

This spirit is fostered by the inconsiderate 
utterances of prominent men like Mr. John 
Dillon and may lead to grave miscarriages of 
justice unless estimated at its true value. It 
would be no easy task—it is doubtful if it 
could be accomplished—to investigate every 
case of death that occurred through this un- 
fortunate rising, but there were rather 
numerous brutal murders which have not vet 
apparently been Brought home to the guilty 
parties. Ought not the extreme penalty to be 
enforced in cases where the guilt of the in- 
dividual is patent? If soldiers are to be tried,

must civilians and rebels escape? That 
would be too like the spirit of revenge which 
no serious person cares to encourage. . . . 
Until a complete and impartial inquiry has been 
held the present| method of permitting Press 
attacks upon the military is unjust to the 
King’s forces and injurious to the future peace 
of our country.—Yours, etc., i
